A hundred mile® an hour is;

pile still more figures or occasionally 
to cut down a bit. 
While* a gale boosting at the tail 
feathers of a duck that is a swift duck 
anyhow does add perceptibly to tile; 
speed of the bird yet there is no rec-i 
ord of the marvelous siieed claimed 
for game birds lintier ordinary condi-j 
tions. 
There is used in ballistic science, an 
instrum ent 
called 
the chrcfaogranh.1 
which iii the form most used, consists 
of a weight held up by an electro-mag-, 
net. 
A spring-impelled knife blade is 
held by another magnet in such fash-, 
ion that if released it springs out and 
m arks a coating of soot first applied to i 
the weight.

That the high cost of living is due 
in part to unavoidable war-waste and 
increase of money and credit.
